IIut;hinii, Jr., we have
received ban Francisco papers to Sept'-inbv- r 2d,
and telegraphic datrs from Wnhingtnn Sept. 1.

The Mftay has had a long passage, having had
no trad winds, und hut light variuMes from

everj quarter of the compass, with 10 days if
calm. She is on route for Hongkong, und touch-

es to ohtain any freight that tuay he offering for
that port, for which she will sail on Tuesday.

By late private letters, we learn that the IVrn-via- n

Government have accredited a person to
repre-e- nt them tit this Court, of what rank w

are unaMe to say.
The editor and publisher ol this paper return-

ed in the Malay, having I wen absent nearly nine
weks. She has no other passengers for this port.

Her passengers for Hongkong are Miss Lizzie
Gordon, Mr. und Mrs. Taylor, and La IVtite
Cerito. Miss Lizzie Gordon is well known to
our citizens, having visited Honolulu in 1SG0, in
company with Mr. and Mrs. W. C Forbes. Mr.
and Mrs. Favlor (formerly Miss Nellie Drown of
M'Guire's Otieru House in San Francisco,) are
loth well known theatrical players.

Several vessels were to leave San Francisco soon
after the Malay, bound this way, some of which
will touch here :

Clipper ship Variny, Henry, to Fail Sept. 20,
was taking in freight for Honolulu. She will
enter the harlxir.

Clipper ehip Black Prince and Tangore would
sail for China about Oct. 1 no certainty about
their touching here.

-- V In California there was no social local pews.
The papers were wholly engrossed with the State
election, which took place on the day the Malay
sailed.

Instructions had been received from Washing-
ton by telegraph, ordering the enrollment of all
able bodied citizens in California, between the
ages of 18 and 45. No draft had yet leen order-
ed. The quota of troos due from that State is

30.000 men, but that number will not be re-

quired, except in ca. of a foreign war, of w hich
there i a growing probability.

The Eastern telegraph wires had been broken
for three days, but on the evening before the
Malay's departure, communication with the East
was resumed.

The oening of the bombardment of Charles-
ton is the most important news received. A full
account of it will be found below. It is report-
ed that the bombardment of the city was to have
been resumed again early in September, the
opening attack on the 24th having been made to
allow the citizens to prepare and remove if they
choose. No doubt was entertained that the city
would be destroyed, if it and the forts were not
surrendered on a renewal of the demand.

Gen. Butler, it is stated, is to be appointed
Military Governor of Charleston, whenever it
may la? occupied by the Union forces.

Fort Sumter has been entirely batt- - red down,
and not a gun left mounted, and is believed to he
deserted. The firing on the was still continued,
however, to prevent it b ing by the
relwls or the construction of mines in it by them.

Charleston as rs say that the third assault on
Fort Wagner, which took j lace on the 2Gth,
met with a repulse.

The naval forces before Charleston, accom-
panied by the Monitors, were to advance la?t
Fort Sumter about the 2Sth or 30th of August,
towards the city, the channel obstructions being
Considered removable on their approach. This
was supposed to be part of the plan of bombard-- "

merit which a. soon to be resumed.
Chattanooga was bombarded on the 22d by

Gen. Rosecrans forces and on the 24th, the evacu-
ation of the place by Bragg's army commenced.
On the 23th Rosecrans army crossed the Tennes-
see River, in pursuit of BraBgs forces.

Fid tress Monroe,
Aug. Rebel papers received at Morehead City
say that Jetf Davis has decided, after a conference
with the Governors of the Confederate States, to cill
cut half a million of black troops, who are to receive
their freedom and fiity acres cf land at the end of
the war.

By the bark 4 Yankee

The bark Yankte arrived on Saturday, 19 days
from San Francisco, bringing date to Sept. 6,
four days later than those by the Malay.

One of the passengers by the Yankte, Dr. S.
Hastings died Sept. IT of consumption, and was
buried at sea.

The State election in California, which took
place September 2, resulted in the choice of the
Union ticket by a majority of about 15,000.

Part
of Minete's brigade, trom this army, went up to
Kingston simultaneously with Burnside's army.
General Burnside says he met with but little serious
opposition; all East I'enuessee, except the Chattauoo
ga regiou, being evacuated aud now free. Every-
thing is working splendidly with both Burnside and
his army, and the great obstacles in the regiou of
tne Lookout Mountain will be surmounted iu a d y
or two.

Burn-
side has been actively pressing forward on East
Tennessee; Rosecrans on Chattanooga; Batiks and
Grant are busy. While our armies are thus moving
cn the enemy's works, we rej ace that California has
put in such a big lick at rebellion.
